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Store set to close down 


Three years on: Wellchester is to cease trading 


THREE years after rising 
from the ashes Dorch¬ 
ester’ s former Woolworth 
store is to close again. 

Staff member Robert 
Power has confirmed that 
Wellchester is starting 
what is a final closing 
down sale, although no 
date has been set for clo¬ 
sure. 

The shop rose to national 
attention when former Sat¬ 
urday girl Claire Robert¬ 
son put together a business 
plan and saved the former 
Woolworth’s building and 
twenty jobs. 

BBC Radio 2 DJ Chris 
Evans was so taken with 
the story that he officially 
re-opened the store on 
March 11th 2009. 

Less than a month later a 
BBC documentary told 
How Woolies Became 
Wellies and within three 
months the business 
boasted its 100,000th cus¬ 
tomer.

A name change was then 
forced on the business 
when the Shop Direct 
Group, owners of the 
Woolworth brand, took 
legal action to force a 
change from Wellworth to 
Wellchester. 

In recent weeks opening 
manager Claire Robertson 
has left the business and it 
now looks likely that the 
store will be closed - un¬ 
less another saviour can be 
found. 

At the time of the name 
change Ms Robertson said:

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RUNNING enthusiast Brian Shelley was born in 
Nottingham. 

After taking degree courses in Surrey and 
Cardiff he forged a career in education, specialis¬ 
ing in teaching children with learning and behav¬ 
iour difficulties. After 24 years as headteacher of 
a special needs school he retired and moved to 
Bridport where he now lives. 

A keen runner for over 30 years, the 64-year-old 
is secretary of Bridport Runners as well as clerk 
to the governors of St Mary's Primary School. 

He is married with two sons and four grandchil¬ 
dren. 


■ HAVE you always loved running? 

I started running over 30 years ago to keep fit. It was re¬ 
ally to help with my basketball and squash, but it soon 
became an obsession and started to take precedence. 

■ DO you enjoy any other sports? 

I enjoy watching cricket and football, especially Derby 
County. I have supported the Rams since I lived in Derby 
and saw the great Brian Clough's team win the league in 
the 70's. 

■ WHAT made you join the Bridport Runners? 

I joined the Bridport Runners completely by accident. I 
was running past St Mary's Playing Field in Bridport and 
saw the club training there. Before that, I had been run¬ 
ning on my own or occasionally with just one or two 
friends for over 30 years. The club is small and friendly 
and accepts all standards of runners of all ages. My own 
running has improved a great deal since joining the club. 

■ IS the Bridport area a good place for running? 

This is the best place I know for running. What could be 
better than running along the Jurassic Coast? Whenever 
I am struggling up the paths to the top of Thorncombe 
Beacon in the early morning or late evening I think of all 
those poor runners in towns and cities who only have 
roads or parks to run through. 

■ WHICH sportsmen/women do you admire? 

I greatly admire Paula Ratcliffe, Mo Farrah and Brian 
Clough. I also admire Peter Taylor and Colin Todd (both 
played for Derby County and England). 

■ ARE there any tips or secrets to improving running 
technique? 

I really recommend running with a group. It gives you a 
chance to share ideas and worries about injuries and nig¬ 
gles. It's also important to listen to what your body is 
telling you - it knows best. 

■ WHAT'S the longest run you have taken part in? 

I have run eight marathons, including London, New York 
and Brighton. It was my second visit to New York so I had 
seen all the sights already, but it is my favourite city and 
to be able to run through all the boroughs with such 
evocative names for people brought up on American 
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films and TV - Brooklyn, the Bronx, etc. Wow. Also it was 
the first time I had run a marathon with my son.That was 
special. 

■ WHAT do you eat prior to a long run? 

Muesli or porridge with honey 

■ HAVE you had any adventures while running? 

I was bitten by a horse on a footpath through a field I 
used regularly in Kent. Usually the horse stayed at the 
other end of the field. On this occasion he seemed to cor¬ 
ner me near the stile and as I turned to get over it he 
gave me a nip on my shoulder, bruising it. I have been 
wary of horses ever since. 

Another time I was running along a footpath with a 
friend. I was ahead of him as I was a bit younger than him 
and a bit faster. 

Suddenly he sprinted past me shouting "bullocks!" I saw 
just behind him a herd of young cows galloping towards 
us. I speeded up and luckily we both made the stile be¬ 
fore the bullocks. 

■ HOW many pairs of running shoes do you go 
through a year? 

Two, one road pair and one off road pair. 

■ DO you have a dream run you would like to take 
part in? 

Along a beach made up of firm sand that stretches for 
miles and miles beside a sparkling sea, or perhaps fol¬ 
lowing our amazing network of coastal footpaths going 
around the whole coastline of Great Britain. 

■ WHAT would you say to someone thinking of tak¬ 
ing up running? 

Go for it, it not only keeps you fit, it is the best form of 
stress release I know. It's also the best cure for a hangover 
(if you can get past the first mile). Try out the Great Brid¬ 
port Fun Run on July 15th or join the Bridport Runners. 
Don't use a treadmill, get out and enjoy the fresh air and 
scenery. 

■ WHICH person living or dead would you ideally 
like to have running alongside you on a long run? 

Both my grandfathers. One died in 1906 and the other in 
1920,30 years before I was born. Knowing how precious 
my relationship is with my grandchildren it would have 
been lovely to talk to them about their life experiences 
so different from my own, especially my maternal grand¬ 
father who was a bargee on the Gloucester Birmingham 
Canal in the early years of the 20th century.

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Teacher takes digital award 


A DORCHESTER teacher has won the South West Dig¬ 
ital Educator of the Year Award. 

Gary Spracklen, acting assistant head at the Prince of 
Wales First School, was presented with the award at South 
West Digital Educators Conference, held in Plymouth. 

The conference, organised in partnership between the 
Open University, Plymouth University and the South West 
Grid for Learning, highlighted the very best practice in 
teaching with technology from across the South West of 
England. 

Gary’s win was made even more significant by the fact 
it was voted for by the conference delegates, all leading 
educators themselves. 

“I am overwhelmed by the award and truly grateful to 
everyone who voted for me,” said Gary. 

Also making presentations at the conference were 
Richard Scott, media development manager and science 
teacher and Scott Munro from the Thomas Hardye Acad¬ 
emy. 

The pair, along with Gary, had beaten a strong field of 
applicants to make the final 10. 

Scott and Richard presented a series of seminars to del¬ 
egates about how animation could be used as a motivator 
and aid to information retention, in students who other¬ 
wise are not always highly motivated. 

Said Richard: “It has been inspirational to see quiet stu¬ 
dents lead the planning, preparing, filming or editing 
phases : it is great that we have been able to share this at 
a regional level, hopefully inspiring other to follow in the 
same way as us”. 

Gary’s winning work was focused on how he has in¬ 
spired his colleagues to embrace and apply new technolo¬ 
gies to support, engage and develop all pupils including 
those with severe physical disabilities. 

Gary showed delegates how new technologies have 
transformed pupils learning at the Prince of Wales First 
School, leaving a lasting impact in pupil’s lives. 

Gary, who recently led the keynote speech at the Dorset 
County Council’s ICT in Schools Conference 2012, says 
he is looking forward to continuing his work at the Prince 
of Wales First School, Dorchester. 

The school has recently purchased iPads to further sup¬ 
port pupils learning.

First bus route in the south to go 'all-electric' 


DORCHESTER now has 
an electric bus services - 
the first in the south. 

The number six service, 
between the town centre 
and Poundbury, uses two 
£197,000 electric buses. 


Both are charged using 
power from the anaerobic 
digester at Rainbow 
Farm, on the Martinstown 
road. 

In normal circum¬ 
stances the vehicles 56 


batteries can take up to 
eight hours to recharge 
and give a range of 
around 75 miles. 

Most of the cost of the 
electric vehicles has been 
paid for from a Depart¬ 


ment of Transport grant 
with the rest coming from 
the Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil and West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, as well as 
the Duchy of Cornwall. 


Men risking lives by drink driving, say police 


YOUNG men continue to risk lives by drink driving, with 
almost half of all the drivers arrested by police in their 
early summer campaign were men aged under 30. 

A hundred drivers were arrested - an increase on last 
summer’s 88. 

During the month, until the end of June, every driver in¬ 
volved in a collision was breath tested. 

Chief Inspector Matt Butler, head of Dorset Police’s 
traffic unit, said: “It is really disappointing to see that 
drink drive arrests have increased for the second summer 
running. 

“In the 12 months before the campaign started, there 
were four fatal road traffic collisions in Dorset that were 
attributed to driving or riding while under the influence 


of alcohol. This accounts for nearly a quarter of all fatal 
collisions during that time. 

“Of the 100 arrests during the June campaign, a quarter 
of these were made following a collision. 

“This shows that collisions really do happen if you drive 
under the influence of alcohol. 

“Our message, as ever, remains simple - do not risk 
lives by drinking and driving.” 

If convicted, all of the drivers arrested during the cam¬ 
paign will face at least a 12 month driving ban. 

They will also face a fine of up to £5,000, up to six 
months in prison and a criminal record. 

Chief Inspector Butler is asking the public to remain 
vigilant and report suspected drink drivers: 


“Members of the public should dial 999 if they suspect 
someone is driving, or is about to drive, under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol or drugs so that we can intercept that ve¬ 
hicle. 

“Now that the summer campaign has come to an end it 
doesn’t mean we will stop pursuing irresponsible drivers 
on our roads. We will continue to target drink drivers 
throughout this special summer in Dorset. 

If a member of the public has information about regular 
drink or drug drivers, they should contact Dorset Police 
in confidence on the non-emergency number 101 to re¬ 
port this. 

Alternatively, members of the public can call the free 
and anonymous Crimestoppers line on 0800 555 111. 



■ MUSICIANS from Dorchester's twin German 
town of Lubbecke will be in the county town over 
the coming days.

A CENTRE to support victims of sexual assault has 
opened in Dorset. 

The centre, which is open to anyone, is a partner¬ 
ship project led by Dorset Police and NHS Dorset 
and supported by Dorset Rape Crisis Support Cen¬ 
tre. 

It will provide victims with the help that they 
choose, including crisis support, counselling refer¬ 
ral, health and welfare, information, police and 
forensics, if they decide to report the offence. 

Victims can contact the centre - as a self-referral - 
or come as a referral from the police or any other 
agency. Self-referrals simply dial 0845 519 8638 to 
make an appointment or email 
contact@arcdorset.org.uk. 

Those that self-refer do not have to report the as¬ 
sault to the police. They will be given all the neces¬ 
sary information so that they can make an informed 
choice about whether or not to do so. If they do de¬ 
cide to report the offence, they will be informed and 
supported throughout the process. 

Detective Superintendent Sara Glen has been part 
of the partnership team integral to creating the cen¬ 
tre: "We want victims to feel safe and sheltered at 
what is a very traumatic time for them. 

"Whereas previously it would not have been clear 
to a victim the full range of service available to them 
following an attack, now they can access multi¬ 
agency support by picking up the telephone... This 
means that, initially, when everything is still so raw 
they will not have to explain their story over and 
over again." 

A SENIOR Liberal Democrat councillor and former 
Dorchester Mayor, Trevor Jones, has criticised the 
district council's custody of theTolpuddle Martyr's 
Court. 

The historic court forms part of the Shire Hall, 
owned by West Dorset District Council. 

The authority is currently trying to sell its offices 
in High West Street although it will retain the Old 
Court and is currently bidding for Lottery Grant to 
improve it as an attraction. 

Mr Jones has hit back at the district council's com¬ 
ments in a letter to View from Dorchester.

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Call to help make 
blue butterflies 


A CALL has gone out to all creative people in the area to 
get making butterflies! 

The Portland Blue Butterfly Project has been busily cre¬ 
ating the little creatures since May. The plan is for them 
to be studded all over the High Angle Battery on Portland 
to enhance the Doldrum’s Lair production, part of the 
Battle for the Winds opening ceremony for the sailing 
events of the London 2012 Olympics on July 27th. 

The aim was to have 2692 butterflies - one to represent 
every young person who lives on Portland. Although the 
organisers - Activate Performing Arts and Portland Com¬ 
munity Partnership - are doing really well, they are still 
several hundred short 
of their target. 

The butterfly designs 
are based on the Creta¬ 
ceous Silver Studded 
Blue Butterfly which is 
found only on Portland. 

Butterflies should be 
no larger than 10cm or 
four inches wide and 
can be made from any 
material including old 
cans, felt, fabric, plas¬ 
tic, beads, cardboard, metal and wood, some have even 
been knitted. As they will be outside materials with some 
resistance to the weather would be best. Butterflies should 
be based on blue in the middle with a thin, black inner 
edging and a wider white outer edging. 

Lots of ideas and a template for the shape can be down¬ 
loaded from http://portlandbluebutterfly.blogspot.co.uk/ 

Each butterfly needs to be attached to wire so it can be 
placed into the grass around the High Angle Battery site. 
If you would like some free floristry wire to attach to your 
butterfly, you can pick some up from the Island Commu¬ 


nity Action office or contact 07815 756 946. An artist can 
help you attach it if you cannot manage this part your¬ 
self.

West Dorset public is not 
ready to'draw a line in sand 7 


■ DESPITE the fact that West Dorset 
District Council (WDDC) has pushed 
ahead on building Charles Street of¬ 
fices, the West Dorset public is clearly 
not agreeing to'draw a line in the sand' 
on opposition to it, as had been re¬ 
quested by the council leader. 

Cllr Alistair Chisholm called what 
proved to be probably the biggest 
public meeting in Dorchester for 
nearly four years (280 people) on July 
4th, who heard a debrief from him on 
the KPMG report and the six recom¬ 
mendations for improvement that 
KPMG have set down for implementa¬ 
tion by WDDC in its external auditors' 
report on the Charles Street offices. 

The meeting also heard of how 
KPMG - under their previous rating 
system - would have graded WDDC as 
achieving only a 'two' rating out of a 
possible 'four' on value for money for 
this project. 


Cllr Trevor Jones spoke of the fact 
that the council had undertaken to 
outline its plans on Phase Two now 
within three weeks (however, sadly the 
next day the chief executive stated this 
would now be put back till 'the au¬ 
tumn'). 

Professor Philip Hanson - in outlining 
his views on the opportunity cost of 
the offices moving to Charles Street - 
recommended the establishment of a 
WDDC finance committee with an ob¬ 
ligation to commission expert financial 
advice on any investment project 
worth more than (say) £100k. 

And there were around 30 often pas¬ 
sionate contributions of views from 
the floor. 

The evening concluded with 70 of 
those present completing Public Holds 
WDDC to Account action sheets, iden¬ 
tifying which of a range of projects 
they would now wish to actively work 


on to improve West Dorset democracy. 

Projects range from attending and 
reporting on various council meetings 
and asking public questions, to study¬ 
ing WDDC agendas, reports and min¬ 
utes, appraising the accuracy of 
WDDC's Community Link publication 
and providing our group with formal 
planning experience. 

The evening represented the clearest 
indication of public resistance to the 
present council's practices on democ¬ 
racy. 

This has been given further urgency 
following the controversy surrounding 
WDDC's handling of the planning ap¬ 
plication on Bridport's Quadrant area. 

The speakers were very grateful to all 
who attended, despite the fact that 
Andy Murray had just squared his 
quarter-final match at 1-1....!

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Floods cause chaos on area's roads

CARS were left abandoned on main 
roads around Dorchester on Satur¬ 
day as torrential rain left drains un¬ 
able to cope with the deluge. 

On Monday morning the two main 
roads in and out of the town, the 
A35 and A37, were still closed - 
leaving motorists asking questions 
about highway maintenance. 

As traffic queues backed up engi¬ 
neers put in a one-way system on 
the A37 at Stratton but on the A35 
at Winterbourne Abbas a burst water 
main near the Little Chef added to 
the misery and the road remained 
shut. 

Road closed signs remained in 
place on many routes through the 
county town on Monday morning - 
although many of the routes were 
passable. These included the A35 at 
London Road where the closure 
signs were still up at lunchtime de¬ 
spite there being no water on the 
road, and the Old Sherborne Road 
where diversions were in place 
through Charlton Down and 
Charminster despite the water at 
Lower Burton being no more than 3 
inches deep. 

Angry residents at Stratton con¬ 
tacted the RSPCA after no attempts 
were made to rescue stranded sheep 
and several were found dead on 
Sunday morning. 

In Dorchester on Saturday the Vet¬ 
erans Parade was cancelled and the 



event forced indoors while other out¬ 
door events were cancelled or forced 
to find shelter. 

The One World multicultural event 
at King’s Road on Sunday was also 
put off and village fetes at Cerne 
Abbas and Frampton also suffered. 

Dorchester’s main streets were vir¬ 
tually empty by lunchtime on Satur¬ 
day with traders expected to be 
looking back on the day as one of the 
worst July Saturdays for years. 

Weathermen confirmed that, as pre¬ 
dicted, a month’s average July rain¬ 
fall fell in just a few hours. 


On the West Stafford bypass flood- 
waters, over a foot deep, washed over 
both carriageways leaving driver 
pushing their vehicles free and some 
left abandoned by the side of the 
road. 

Most turned around and made their 
way around on the old road through 
the village but some, especially those 
with four-wheel drives, braved the 
waters. One motorcyclist switched 
his engine off and pushed his ma¬ 
chine through (pictured). 

Dorset Fire and Rescue said its 
crews had attended more than 200 


"flooding or water related incidents" 
during the weekend. 

Dorset police issued a warning to 
motorists about the adverse condi¬ 
tions. 

Chief Superintendent David Grif¬ 
fiths said: "Do not take risks driving 
through flood waters.This is not just 
important for motorist's own vehicles 
but also in view of other people's 
property as the spray caused by driv¬ 
ing through deep water can lead to 
waves, flooding adjacent properties 
and vehicles." 

Commuters trying to get too or 


from Dorchester on Monday found 
many of the usual short-cuts closed 
including the Portesham to Martin- 
stown Road, the B3159 at Winter¬ 
bourne Steepleton, the Old 
Sherborne Road, the back road from 
old Poundbury to Bradford Peverell 
and the single-track road from Mar- 
tinstown to Winterbourne Monkton. 

Also closed was the road alongside 
Came Down up from Sutton Poyntz 
and Preston. 

For rail passengers on the Wey¬ 
mouth to Bristol line flooding at Yet- 
minster forced the cancellation of 


services with the only alternative 
being offered via Southampton and 
then Westbury. 

Bride Valley Motors received more 
than 150 call outs from stranded mo¬ 
torists over the weekend with the 
company’s rescue crews having to 
take long diversions to reach 
stranded drivers. 

Opposite the garage the Winter¬ 
bourne Valley school was forced to 
shut on Monday after staff and the 
majority of pupils were unable to 
make it in.

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German firm provides 
wheelie bins to homes 

A GERMAN company has been chosen to provide 
wheelie bins to thousands of homes in Dorset - de¬ 
spite being more expensive than rivals. 

The £6m contract has gone to Craemer UK Limited, 
which despite its name is German-owned. 

A County Hall insider has claimed in an email to 
View from Dorchester that the bid was £400,000 
more than the cheapest. 

Dorset Waste Partnership has admitted that the 
Craemer bid was not the cheapest but says that the 
quality of the product also had to be taken into ac¬ 
count. 

Chair of the Partnership Cllr Hilary Cox said that the 
bins will be made in Shropshire and gradually intro¬ 
duced across Dorset over the next three years as all 
the authorities switch to a new system of collection 
- which it is claimed will improve Dorset's recycling 
waste. 

As reported in View From last week another com¬ 
pany, based in Leeds, has won a £700,000 contract to 
supply smaller containers for kitchen waste. 

Mrs Cox says that even after the expense of buying 
the new bins and distributing them across the county 
there should be a £2m a year saving, compared to the 
existing system. 

West Dorset and Weymouth and Portland will not 
receive their new bins until at least 2013/14.

DESPITE difficulties attracting the usual 
number of entrants to the 53rd annual
